Perhaps the promise will not be 


realized. Perhaps the peoples of the 
vorld have not yet learned enough 
wisdom from the dangers which 
threaten them, nor been purified 
enough as yet by their suffering. 
But one thing at least may be said, 
that unlike the League which was 
se*. up reluctantly as a concession 
to the other-worldly idealism of 
Woodrow Wilson, the union which

French and British are now 


creating is born of their own vital 
needs amidst the grim realities of 
th- world they live in. They are 
making a union because they are 
lost if they do not and perhaps they 
will perpetuate and enlarge that 
union because in no other way can 
hfe be made tolerable for them- 
selves and their children.

Has Bogged Down 


Post-Crescent Madison Bureau 
Madison—Since the federal gov- 


ernment halted -its relatively gen- 
erous aid for their assistance, care 
of the transient poor in Wisconsin 
has bogged down, the state welfare 
department said in a report to Gov- 
ernor Heil. 


According to the latest survey in 


1939, the governor was told, "few 
public agencies in Wisconsin are 
providing lodging elsewhere than in 
jail and possibly a meal; and pass- 
Ing the transient on to th° next 
community is again prevalent. 


"Many of the communities report- 


ed a resulting increase in panhand- 
ling and begging from door to door. 
No attempt is made by most com- 
munities to register .or deal with 
the special probles of the young. 
or very old men, or of those who 
are in need of physical care, unless 
the condition is acute," it was said. 


Maintains Camps 


•-Result is that the provisions for 
care of transient and homeless per- 
sons today is about on the level of 
the first days of the depression, it 
was reported. 


The state public welfare depart- 


ment, 
however, 
maintains two 


transient camps in northern Wis- 
consin. Camp Hay ward" in Sawyer 
county and Camp Imogene in Vilas 
county. 
The camps 
provide for 


single men without legal settlement 
in any community in Wisconsin, al- 
though many of them have spent 
most of their adult lives within the 
state. 
Although a small number 


oi men living there are disabled, 
most of them are assigned to some 
work in the camp. 


Earlier camps and shelters were 


maintained throughout the 
state, 


with the aid of federal funds. Coun- 
ties were reimbursed by the state 
for care of transients, while the 
state in turn claimed reimbursement 
from federal relief funds. 


Although Wisconsin 
laws place 


Upon the local community the re- 
sponsibility for granting relief, the 
report to Governor Heil pointed out 
tftat many- localities struggling with 
their native relief problems fre- 
quently find that "assisting an ad- 
ditional group is insurmountable." 
Thus the old practice of forwarding 
transients to the next locality has 
been revived, the report said.

Calls Joblessness and Un- 
solved Agricultural Prob- 
lems Greatest 'Dangers* 
Omaha, Neb.—GP>—Senator Burton 


K. Wheeler (D-Mont) urged strong- 
er farm organization Tuesday and 
outlined a two-fold legislative pro- 
grom for agricultural relief after cit- 
ing continued unemployment and an 
unsolved farm problem as the great- 
est "dangers" to American dem- 
ocracy. 


He told the National Farmers Un- 


ion here in a broadcast address that 
passage of a self-financing cost of 
production or parity price act cou- 
pled with a farm debt adjustment 
bill would minimize much of the 
farmers' troubles. Wheeler has in- 
troduced such bills, sponsored by 
the organization, in the senate. 


"With industry and labor organ- 


ized, you farmers must organize to 
protect the vital interests of agricul- 
ture," Senator Wheeler asserted. 
"Only through organization can he 


(the farmer) demand and obtain a 
fair share of the national income. 


"The present administration has 


grappled with and acted upon the 
farm problem — but we have not 
found the answer. Farm income is 
greater, but the problem is still with 
us. This basic industry flounders 
helplessly." 


Wheeler's parity price bill, which 


he suggested could easily be extend- 
ed to cover other crops besides the 
wheat now embraced, provides for 
issuance of certificates, represent- 
ing the difference between the esti- 
mated level of prices and cost of 
production, to be financed through 
their purchase by processors.

GET PROFER WEATHER 


PROTECTION FBOM CLOTHING 


By O. Warren Smith 


W 


ITH colder weather and wir- 
ter coining along the out- 
door people must use com- 


mon sense and greater care in 
choosing what they will wear in toe 
open. It is much more important 
to keep dry in the fall and winter 
than in the summer when the tem- 
perature is not so hard on these 
exposed to the elements. 


Waterproofed clothing is the best 


and that waterproofed 
clothing 


should be warm. Strictly speaking 
the only truly waterproof material 
U; that which is rubberized, and 
some rubberized cloth of cheap 
quality isn't much good. 


Ordinary clothing worn in the 


open can be made to hold off water 
by fairly simple methods if one 
will take the time and trouble to 
treat it It won't be perfect, but will 
do a good, job of protection unless 
conditions are very severe. 


Woolen clothing is the most -sat- 


isfactory for cold weather outdoor 
wear. The wool originally held al- 
most enough animal oil to make it 
waterproof and can be treated to 
replace that oil. The treatment to 
waterproof woolens consists of sub- 
merging the garment in a solution 
of lanolin. 


Lanolin rnay be purchased at nny 


drugstore. 
The 
anhydrus 
type, 


which is free from water, is the soit 
to use. The adding of three ounces 
of lanolin to a gallon of ordinary 
benzine after the former has been 
dissolved in a small portion of 
chloroform makes a waterproofing 
solution that is most effective. 


Any garment which is to be 


treated should be entirely submerg- 
ed in the solution and should be ieit 
in the mixture for several minutes 
until it is certain that every thread 
has been thoroughly impregnated 
After this has been done the surplus 
fluid 
should 
be 
squeezed 
(npt 


wrung) out and the garment should 
be set out to dry- It may be hurg 
up but should be reversed frequent- 
ly if this is done in order that too 
much fluid will not flow to the 
bottom of the garment and make 
it unequally treated. Keep the dry- 
ing cloth from any fire. 


A different solution is required lo 


waterproof cotton cloth. This is 
made by dissolving t pound of pow- 
dered alum in two quarts of boil- 
ing water. When the alum has dis- 
solved add two gallons of distilled 
water, rain water will do. 


Dissolve £ pound of sugar of lead 


in two quarts of boiling distilled 
water and when that has dissolved 
add two gallons of cold water. 


Then immerse the garment to be 


waterproofed in the first solution 
for five or six hours and carefully 
squeeze out the surplus fluid. Tnen 
.immerse it in the second solution 
and allow to remain for the same 
amount of time. Then squeeze out 
the surplus liquid and allow to riry 
spread out or hung up as in the 
case of the woolen garments.

effective Jan. 1, 1940, was voted by

To home owners the reduction j 


suggested by the commission will j 
mean the payment of one-half cent 
less per kilowatt hour under 60 
kilowatt hours and one-fourth cent 
less for all consumption over 60. The 
same proportion of reduction, ac- 
cording to the tentative rates, will| 
apply 
to commercial and power 


consumers: one-half cent per kilo- 
watt hour off the first two con- 
sumption brackets and one-fourth 
cent off the remainder. 


The reduced rates suggested by 


the commission were approved by 
the city council and will become ef- 
fective on authorization of the com- 
mission. The residential rate at pres- 
ent is 3i cents for the first 30 kilo- 
watt hours, 24 cents for the second 
30, and 1J cents for all over 60. Fix- 
ed service charges will remain the 
same for all types of consumers.

Greatest Gift to Mankind

and the plea of William Ernst, a 
naturalized American citizen who 
left Germany 14 -years ago. to stu- 
dents of New London High school 
at a special assembly at Washington 
High school' auditorium at 2:45 
Tuesday afternoon. 


Ernst, sales manager for the Veri- 


fine Products company out of Fond 
du Lac, was speaker before the New 
London Lions club at its regular 
meeting Tuesday noon at the El- 
wood hotel. Impressed by his pa- 
triotic message. Superintendent H. 
H. Helms arranged for his appear- 
ance before the student body. 


"No foreigner really understands 


the meaning of tolerance until he 
has passed the statue of Liberty," 
Ernst spoke from experience. "The 
friendliness and helpfulness of the 
American people are 
unequaled 


anywhere in Europe," he declared, 
pointing out that he visited in near- 
ly every central European country 
before coming to America as 
a 


young ma*. He could not speak, 
read or write the American lan- 
guage, he said, but American tol- 
erance aided him to learn swiftly 
even while earning a living. 


The second world war starting in 


Europe is the result of economic 
conditions which we in-this land of 
comfort and plenty find difficult to 
understand. Ernst said. "Hitler," he 
declared, "is the outcome of one 
wrong, the conditions of the Ver- 
sailles treaty, and the last straw 
upon which the German people 
could fasten their hopes." 


The military machine set up by 


totalitarian governments keeps the 
masses suppressed, he said. Ernst 
| told his listeners that since he wrote 
a letter to relatives in Germany last 
August, telling them what 
he 


thought of Hitler, he has not re- 
ceived a single letter 
in return 


,when he formerly received several 
each month. He personally labeled 
Hitler as an egotist of the worst sort 
when he heard him speak in person 
in Germany as a youth, Ernst told 
the students. 


The speaker expressed sympathy 


for the allies, the democracies, but 
urged that America keep out of 
their affairs. "Study your constitu- 
tion, the most beautiful document 
on human living," the former Ger- 
man advised, "and study your fa- 
| mous presidents and learn their 
' feeling and attitude toward foreign 
entanglement. 


"Ours is a beautiful and 
free 


country, and let any nation threaten 
our sacred liberties at our 
shores 


and Bill Ernst will be among the 
first to rush to its defense," he con- 
cluded.

EVANGELINE PLOT 


Nathaniel Hawthorne was one of 


Longfellow's college classmates, and 
in later life the two were friends. 
One day they had dinner together, 
and with them sat a clergyman, 
Rev. H. L. Connolly. 


"It is strange," said the clergy- 


man, turning to Hawthorne, "that 
you have not written a romance 
about that Acadian tale I told you 
some time ago." 


Longfellow asked what tale he 


was speaking about, and in return 
heard this story: 


Portrait of Longfellow late in life. 
"A French Canadian told me 


about a young couple in Acadia who 
were to be married on a certain day. 
The wedding was hardly over when 
the men of the province were seized 
and sent to different parts of New 
England. One of those forced to 
leave was the new bridegroom. His 
bride later followed him to New 
England, but could not find him. 
Year after year she searched — and 
then, at last, located him as he lay 
dying." 


Hawthorne did not wish to 'turn 


the tale into a romance, and Long- 
fellow said to him, "If you really 
do not want this for a book, will 
you let me turn it into a poem?" 
Hawthorne agreed. 


So it came about that Longfellow 


wrote "Evangeline." It is a poein 
about two-thirds as long as "The 
Song of Hiawatha." 


"Evangeline'' ranks at, or near, 


the top among Longfellow's poems. 
Those who read it, however, should 
remember that it is not in all ways 
true to history. Longfellow finished 
writing "Evangeline" on his fortieth 
birthday. 


Eleven years later, he wrote "The 


Courtship of Miles Standish." For a 
time he planned to call this poem 
"Priscilla," but he changed the title 
when he was about halfway through 
writing it. 


'.'The Courtship of Miles Standish'' 


deals with the Pilgrims of Plym- 
outh. It contains a line often quoted, 
"Why don't you speak for yourself, 
John?" The cause of the question, 
as we are told, was a visit by John 
Alden to Priscilla: he was serving 
as a messenger for Captain Miles 
Standish, and asked her to marry 
Standish. though he, himself, •vvis 
fond of the Pilgrim maiden. In the 
the end, she married the messenger 


John Alden and 
Priscilla were 


among the great-great-great grand- 
parents of Longfellow. 


Longfellow lived to the age of 75. 


Three years before his death, a 
group of school children came to 
visit him. With them, they brought 
a present — an armchair made from 
the wood of the "spreading chestnut 
tree" which the beloved poet had 
made famous.
